STATEMENT 

1990 


I approach my painting In an Intuitive manner. There is no 
particular Idea or message Intended. Usually I am surprised at 
what imagery (shape) may occur. Looking back several years, ray 
paintings show a need for flatness, heavy texture and the 
development of a new and unique imagery (shape) with each paint¬ 
ing, although certain shapes do reappear off and on unintentionally. 
Paintings go through a number of stages and layers of paint until 
an appealing content or relationship develops. My color leans 
heavily towards blacks, grays, whites and pinks; with a strong 
contrast between shape and field and within the use of a line. 

A somewhat recognizable or realistic image is apparent, but the 
reality of that image is of little importance; only the Impact of 
the shape itself and its interaction on a flat surface is of any 
consequence. If there is more than one shape, attaining the 
appropriate relationship (tension), one to the other is my objec¬ 
tive. Elimination of anything within the painting not a 
significant part of those relationships is essential.
